Counting  Time 

Time  is  money  —  how  many  times  have 
we  heard  that  phrase  and  accepted  it  as 
a  fact  of  life?  Certainly  the  wheels  of  the 
business  world  roll  along  on  that  simple 
statement.  But  is  that  the  whole  story?  Is 
money  the  only  measuring  rod  for  time? 
Judaism  says  no.  Time  is  the  single  most 
precious  commodity  given  to  us  in  our 
lives.  This  period  which  falls  between 
Passover  and  Shavuot  is  called  Sefirah 
which  means,  literally,  counting.  We  count 
the  days  between  these  two  festivals.  We 
start  counting  on  the  second  night  of 
Passover  and  continue  for  49  days  to  the 
advent  of  Shavuot.  On  each  day,  we  add 
to  the  evening  prayers  a  special  blessing 
which  ends  in  a  proclamation  stating  how 
many  days  have  passed  and  how  many  are 
left.  Thus,  during  this  period  we  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  think  about  the  intrinsic  value  of 
this  ephemeral  substance  known  as  time. 

Time  is  not  only  money  —  it  is  life.  We 
count  nine  months  before  the  birth  of  a 
child.  We  count  the  years  it  takes  for  that 
child  to  grow,  day  to  day,  year  by  year, 
into  a  mature  person.  We  count  the  addi¬ 
tional  years  that  are  added  to  life  through 
the  miracles  of  modern  medicine.  Surely, 
time  is  a  gift  of  life  itself. 

Time  is  made  precious  too  by  its  quality. 
When  life  is  empty  and  devoid  of  meaning, 
then  time  stands  still.  It  becomes  a  burden, 
instead  of  a  privilege.  On  the  other  hand, 
when  time  is  invested  with  activity,  with 
excitement,  with  learning,  it  seems  to 
speed  by  relentlessly. 

Time  resembles  a  moving  picture.  It 
moves  along  and  every  so  often  the  film  is 
stopped  and  we  look  at  one  shot  and  we 
revel  in  it.  It  is  the  picture  of  an  important 
event  in  the  life  of  a  family.  An  event 
which  will  never  return  in  exactly  the  same 
way.  That  particular  piece  of  film  must  be 
treasured  by  all  of  us.
